one or more voicemail system components that employ an internet protocol network to 
store or access one or more voicemail messages on one or more storage devices, wherein the one 
or more voicemail system components are coupled with the one or more storage devices through 
the internet protocol network: 

wherein the one or more voicemail system components comprise a first voice mai lbox 

: and a second voice mailb ox; 

wherein the first voice mailbox comprises an address of a locat i on on a stora ge device, of 

the one or more storage devices: 

wherein the second voice mailbox comprises the addres s; 

wherein the address is employable bv the one or more voic email system components- to 
access a voicemai l message, of the one or more voi c email messages, on the storage device , 

2, (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein a voicemail system 
component, of the one or more voicemail system components, employs e^the_address of &-the 
location on a-the storage device, of the one or more storage devices, to store or access the* 
voicemail message, of the one or more voicemail messages, on the storage device. 
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3. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 in combination with the one or 
more storage devices, wherein the one or more voicemail system components comprise a 
voicemail system component, w herein ar -thc storage device of the one or more storage devices 
employs «a- the address of a rthe location on athe voicemail system component of the one or more 
voicemail system components to identify e one or more of the first voice mailbox and the second 
voice mailbox on the voicemail system component; 

wherein the one or more of the first voice mailbox and the second voice mailbox 
corresponds to athe voicemail message, of the one or more voicemail messages, that is located 
on the storage device.

4. (original) The apparatus of claim 1 in combination with the one or more storage 
devices, wherein the one or more voicemail system components comprise a plurality of 
voicemail system components, wherein the one or more storage devices comprise a plurality of 
file servers; 

wherein a first voicemail system component of the plurality of voicemail system 
components employs the internet protocol network to store and access a first voicemail message, 
of the one or more voicemail messages, on a file server of the plurality of file servers; 

wherein a second voicemail system component of the plurality of voicemail system 
components employs the internet protocol network to store and access a second voicemail 
message, of the one or more voicemail messages* on a file server of the plurality of file servers. 

5. (original) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the one or more voicemail system 
components employ the internet protocol network to any one or more of store, modify, retrieve, 
forward, and delete the one or more voicemail messages on the one or more storage devices. 
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6. (original) The apparatus of claim 1 in combination with the one or more storage 
devices, wherein the one or more voicemail messages are located on the one or more storage 
devices, wherein the one or more voicemail system components comprise one or more pointers 
to the one or more voicemail messages.

8. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim ?I, wherein upon modification of 
the voicemail message to comprise a modified voicemail message, the address serves to allow 
access to the modified voicemail message from one or more of the first voice mailbox and the 
second voice mailboxes through employment of the address. 

9. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein one or more of the aae 
ey-raore voic e mail syst e m oompon e nt s comprise on e or m or e firet^yoice mailboxes and the 
second voice mailbox t torcomprise one or more linked lists; 

wherein the one or more linked lists comprise one or rttorot he addresses of one or 
merethe locations on the storage device of e ne-o r moro of the one or more storage devices; and 

wherein the o ne or more of the one or more voicemail system components employ one or 
more of the one or more linked lists to access one or mor e the voicemail message of the one or 
more voicemail messages on on e or mor e of o f the storage device of the one or more storage 
devices. 

10. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein the one or more of the 
one or more linked lists comprise on e or mo rean encryption keys that serves to allow access to 
the quo or mor o voicemail message of the one of more voicemail messages. 
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11. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1 in combination with the one or 
more storage devices, wherein on e or mor et he storage device of the one or more storage devices 
comprises one or more linked lists that are associated with ono or mor e the voicemail message of 
the one or more voicemail messages on the e ne or moro storage device of the one or more storage 
devices; 

wherein the one or more linked lists comprise one or more the addresses of ono or 
merethe locations on one or more of the one or more voicemail system components; 

wherein the one or mor e locations corresponds to one or more of the first voice 
mailboxe s and the second voice mailbox on the one or more of the one or more voicemail system 
components; and 

wherein the one or more of the first voice mailboxe s and the second voice mailbox are 
associated with one or more intended recipients of the voicemail message ono or moro of the one 
or more voicemail mess ages . 



12. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 11, wherein thea storage device ef 
tho ono or mor e of the one or more storage devices serves to delete theft voicemail message ef 
the ono or mor e of the one or more voicemail messages upon deletion of a reference to the 
voicemail message from each of the one or m eyefirst voice mailboxe s and the second voice 
mailbox. 



13. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein forwarding of ft-the 
voicemail message of the one or more voicemail messages from thea first voice mailbox to thea 
second voice mailbox on the one or more voicemail system components comprises copying of an 
the address of the voicemail message from the first voice mailbox to the second voice mailbox. 
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14. (currently amended) A method, comprising the step of: 

copying an address of a voicemail message on a second voice mailbox, on a second 
voicemail system component, from a first voice mailbox, on a first voicemail system component, 
to move an association with a user from the first voice mailbox to the second voice mailbox^ 
wherein the first and second voicemail system components are coupled with a storage device 
through an internet protocol network . 

15. (currently amended) The method of claim 14, whoroin the first and s e cond 
voi c email syst e m components ore coup l ed with a o torag g-d evioo through an intern e t protocol 
network, - w herein the step of copying the address of the voicemail message on the second voice 
mailbox comprises the step of: 

changing on the storage device a correspondence of the voicemail message from the first 
voice mailbox to the second voice mailbox. 
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16. (currently amended) An article, comprising: 
a computer-readable signal-bearing medium; and 

means in the medium for copying an address of a voicemail message on a second voice 
mailbox, on a second voicemail system component, from a first voice mailbox, on a first 
voicemail system component, to move an association with a user from the first voice mailbox to 
the second voice mailbox , wherein the first and second voicemail system components arc 
coupled with a storage device through an internet protocol network . 

17. (currently amended) The article of claim 16r^wfaerem--fee- first and o eeo?*d 
voioomail oystom components oro coupled with, a storage device through mi internet protocol 
uotwofk , wherein the means in the medium for copying the address of the voicemail message on 
the second voice mailbox comprises: j 

means in the medium for changing on the storage device a correspondence of the 
voicemail message from the first voice mailbox to the second voice mailbox. 
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18. (new) The apparatus of claim 1, wherein the one or more voicemail system 
components comprise a first voicemail system component and a second voicemail system 
component, wherein the address of the location on the storage device comprises a first address of 
a first location on a first storage device; 

wherein the first voicemail system component moves the first mailbox from the first 
address of the first location on the first storage device to a second address of a second location on 
a second storage device of the second voicemail system component. 

19. (new) The apparatus of claim 18, wherein a movement by the first voicemail 
system component of the first mailbox from the first address of the first location on the first 
storage device to the second address of the second location on the second storage device of the 
second voicemail system component serves to promote efficiency and effectiveness of the first 
voicemail system component and the second voicemail system component. 

20. (new) The method of claim 14, further comprising the step of: 

employing the internet protocol network to any one or more of store, modify, retrieve, 
forward, and delete the voicemail message 1 on the storage device. 
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21. (new) The method of claim 14, wherein the first voice mailbox comprises an 
encryption key, wherein the step of copying the address of the voicemail message on the second 
voice mailbox comprises the steps of: 

copying the encryption key with the address of the voicemail message on the second 
voice mailbox; and 

allowing access to the voicemail message on the second voice mailbox through 
employment of the encryption key. 
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
